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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Directors  and  Citizens  of  the  T own  of  Brookfield 

Your  superintendent  respectfully  presents  the  follow- 
ing- condensed  report  of  the  work  of  the  schools  for  the 
last  12  months. 

He  wishes  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,  pupils  and 
parents,  who  without  exception,  have  given  him  hearty 
cooperation.  We  have  an  excellent  teaching  force;  most 
of  the  teachers  have  done  good  work.  Owing-  to  the  in- 
creased salaries  offered  in  other  sections  and  the  large 
salaries  paid  for  war  work  some  of  our  best  teachers  are 
leaving:  the  district.  Several  teachers  have  resigned  and 
more  will  resign  and  excellent  teachers  have  been  found 
to  fill  the  vacancies  as  the  superintendent  has  had  several 
weeks'  notice.  Where  teachers  have  had  to  leave  because 
of  illness  or  other  causes  there  has  been  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  filling  their  places.  It  will  be  difficult  to  find 
teachers  for  all  the  schools  next  year.  Efforts  are  now  being 
made  to  get  teachers  for  next  year. 

No  radical  changes  have  been  made  this  year  but  im- 
provements have  been  made  in  the  teaching  of  most  of  the 
subjects.  Parents  and  teachers  are  becoming  more  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  the  schools  as  shown  by  the  large 
increase  of  office  correspondence  and  telephone  calls. 
During  the  Christmas  vacation  an  outline  course  of  study 
was  prepared  which  will  give  the  teachers  a  definite  guide. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  cut  down  the  time  spent  on  non- 
essentials and  to  increase  that  devoted  to  essentials.  It  is 
probable  that  the  Commissioner  of  Education  will  recom- 
mend that  the  time  spent  on  non-essentials  be  further  cut. 

The  change  in  the  method  of  teaching  reading  made 
two  years  ago  is  producing  results.  The  first  grade  pupils 
cover  about  twice  as  much  ground  as  formerly.  The 
teachers  are  instructed  to  go  slowly  in  this  grade  and  pre- 
pare a  firm  foundation.  The  second  grade  pupils  read 
about  5  times  as  many  books  as  formerly  and  it  is  not  un- 
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common  to  find  second  garde  pupils  who  read  from  10  to 
12  books  during-  the  year.  Better  work  is  being-  done  in 
writing-  as  shown  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  awards 
given  to  the  pupils.  The  work  in  writing-  is  examined 
and  the  awards  made  by  experts  in  Boston.  Teachers  are 
expected  to  qualify  for  this  work.  The  work  in  spelling-, 
is  being-  changed  this  year.  The  teachers  have  been 
•furnished  with  a  pamphlet  containing-  a  graded  list  of  the 
words  most  commonly  used  and  the  hundred  words  most 
commonly  mispelled.  This  list  which  constitutes  90%  of 
the  written  vocabulary  of  the  average  person,  contains 
only  1000  words,  while  the  ordinary  spelling  book  con- 
tains about  10,000  words,  most  of  which  will  never  be 
used.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  be  able  to  spell  correct- 
ly every  one  of  the  words  in  his  grade  list,  after  vhey  are 
able  to  do  this  the  regular  spelling  books  are  used.  Arith- 
metic is  still  the  weakest  subject  but  the  work  is  steadily 
improving-.  Many  of  the  nonessentials  have  been  elminat- 
ed  and  the  time  saved  put  on  the  every-day  arithmetic. 
Technical  grammar  is  not  taught  till  the  7th  year.  Let- 
ter writing  is  emphasized.  A  practical  course  in  hygiene 
is  being-  given  the  7th  and  8th  grades. 

Most  rural  schools  close  at  3:30  during-  the  winter 
months,  the  time  being  made  up  by  shortening  the  noon 
hour  and  the  recesses.  On  account  of  war  conditions  the 
schools  will  have  the  spring  vacation  during  sugaring, 
giving-  the  pupils  an  opportunity  to  help  with  the  sugar 
harvest  and  the  schools  will  complete  the  years'  work 
about  June  first  in  order  that  the  pupils  may  help  on  the 
farm . 

Your  superintendent  has  made  141  visits  to  the  rural 
schools  during  the  first  half  of  the  school  year  and  travel- 
ed 1,027  miles  doing  school  work. 

He  has  been  called  upon  to  give  a  good  deal  of  his 
time  to  war  work  which  has  been  gladly  given.  He  has 
attended  some  50  committee  meeting's  since  April  and  has 
been  a  member  of ,  or  acted  with,  some  15  committees: 
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including-  village,  town,  district  and  county  committees, 
representing'  public  safety,  food  production  and  conserva- 
tion, Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  army  libraries,  food  card 
campaign  and  the  like.  By  working-  during-  the  vacations 
and  with  the  assistance  of  teachers  and  the  Randolph 
Teacher  Training  Class  who  have  assisted  in  the  office 
work  he  has  been  able  to  keep  up  the  school  work  with 
two  exceptions.  He  is  not  up  with  the  usual  winter  sched- 
ule in  visiting  rural  schools  and  has  not  given  the  usual 
amount  of  time  to  the  Randolph  Graded  School.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  usual  winter  visits  to  the  rural  schools  will 
be  made  before  the  close  of  the  term  and  more  time  can 
be  given  to  the  Randolph  school  during  sugaring  when 
the  rural  schools  will  be  closed. 

A  detailed  report  on  the  Food  Production  and  Con- 
servation work  of  the  schools  has  been  prepared  but  can 
not  be  given  here  because  of  lack  of  space,  but  was  pub- 
lished in  the  local  press.  A  summary  of  this  work  follows: 
I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  assistance  in  this 
work.  Without  a  single  exception  every  teacher  has  glad- 
ly responded  to  any  request  of  the  superintendent  or  of 
any  other  official.  I  especially  wish  to  thank  Miss  Helen 
Wheeler,  Miss  Laura  Smith  and  Mrs  Ethel  Riford  who  gave 
most  of  their  summer  vacations  to  garden  and  canning  work 
and  paid  their  own  expenses.  Miss  Wheeler  assisted  with 
the  office  work,  thereby  giving  the  superintendent  more 
time  for  field  work.  None  of  the  workers  received  pay. 
Over  259  pupils  had  gardens  of  their  own  and  over  352 
assisted  their  parents  in  garden  work.  Most  of  the  high 
school  pupils  helped  in  the  regular  farm  work  and  did  no 
garden  work.  The  Lower  Branch  school,  Braintree,  Miss 
Winnie  Burridge,  had  the  best  school  garden  in  the  dis- 
trict. Canning  demonstrations  were  given  in  every  part 
of  the  district.  The  total  attendance  was  650  people.  The 
total  included  520  housewives,  29  adults,  25  men  and  76 
children  and  school  pupils.  Miss  Dutton,  Home  Demon- 
stration Agent,  gave  three  demonstrations  and  assisted  in 
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starting-  the  work.  The  seed  work  in  the  spring-  was  suc- 
cessful. Thru  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and  County 
Ag-ent  over  2,000  bushels  of  seeds  were  located.  Enoug-h 
potatoes  were  located  to  supply  the  larg-e  local  demand  and 
some  were  sent  to  superintendents  in  other  parts  of  the 
state.  The  local  supply  of  beans  furnished  only  about  20% 
of  Lhe  demand.  Mr.  J.  B.  Adams  was  able  to  get  enough 
beans  to  supply  the  demand.  Potatoes  were  bought  at 
$2.50  a  bushel  and  beans  at  from  $8  to  $12.  All  seeds 
handled  by  the  superintendent  were  sold  at  cost  which  re- 
sulted in  a  deficit  ofabout  $5  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  superintendent  traveled  about  1,600  miles  on  war 
work,  mostly  during  the  summer  vacation.  His  mileage 
includes  trips  to  other  parts  of  the  state  and  the  work  on 
organizing  the  county  for  the  food  work.  The  automobile 
mileage  in  the  district  from  April  to  August  was  1,126 
miles.  The  superintendent  spent  7  weeks  on  the  work 
and  paid  his  own  expenses.  Thanks  are  due  the  1917  and 
1918  classes  of  the  Commercial  Department  and  the 
Teacher  Training  Classes  of  the  Randolph  High  School 
for  their  assistance  in  clerical  work. 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  results  of  the  food  work 
done  thru  the  schools  has  been  made.  To  get  reliable 
figures  for  this  estimate  450  questionnaires  were  sent  out 
and  the  answers  to  those  returned  were  tabulated  and  the 
several  thousand  figures  added  by  the  Teacher  Training 
Class.  A  card  index  record  was  made  of  the  pupils  do- 
ing food  work  and  a  record  of  the  attendance  at  the  can- 
ning demonstrations  kept.  The  estimate  of  the  results 
follows: 

Pupils  alone  raised  nearly  $4,000  worth  of  products 
and  assisted  their  parents  in  raising  nearly  $34,000  worth. 
They  put  up  328  cans  of  vegetables  and  495  cans  of  fruit, 
a  total  of  823  cans  valued  at  over  $500.  Estimated  num- 
ber of  cans  of  food  preserved  by  the  housekeepers  attend- 
ing the  canning  demonstrations:  Vegetables,  18,144  cans; 
fruit,  27,923  cans;  total,   46,067  cans.     Value,  $29,596. 
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The  value  estimate  is  based  on  the  prices  paid  by  a  Ran- 
dolph merchant  for  similiar  high  grade  products.  Less 
than  1  %  of  the  canned  goods  spoiled  and  most  of  the 
spoilage  was  due  to  poor  can  rubbers.  The  exact  propor- 
tion of  failures  was  1  out  of  110  cans,  less  than  one  to  a 
family.  The  average  number  of  cans  put  up  by  each 
housewife  was  90.  Reports  showing  over  200  cans  put  up 
were  common  and  a  few  reported  nearly  400  cans  or  more. 

The  Brookfield  High  School. 

The  superintendent  has  watched  the  progress  of  this 
school  with  a  good  deal  of  pleasure.  Progress  is  being 
made  toward  a  model  rural  high  school.  The  interest  of 
the  parents  and  their  appreciation  of  the  work  being  done 
is  shown  by  the  number  of  graduates  from  the  rural 
schools  attending  this  school.  I  believe  every  rural  school 
graduate  in  the  town  who  graduated  last  year  is  in  the 
high  school.  Every  8th  grade  pupil  in  the  town  who  had 
taken  all  of  the  work  of  this  grade  was  awarded  a  gradua- 
tion certificate.  Some  had  conditional  certificates  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  but  all  conditions  were  removed 
during  the  vacation.  Brookfield  has  a  reputation  in  edu- 
cational affairs  and  is  living  up  to  it.  Few  towns  of  the 
country  have  a  record  of  100%  of  the  8th  grade  graduat- 
ing and  100%  of  the  graduates  entering  high  school 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  course  of  study 
this  year.  Most  of  the  work  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
regular  approved  high  school.  Some  parents  seemed  to 
doubt  the  value  of  domestic  science  for  the  girls  and  when 
the  question  of  what  science  should  be  given  the  girls  for 
the  first  year  the  teacher  was  requested  to  have  the  pupils 
talk  it  over  with  their  parents  and  to  abide  by  the  parents' 
decision.  It  was  gratifying  that  after  one  year's  experi- 
ence with  the  work  the  parents  decided  that  they  wished 
the  work  continued. 

The  county  agent,  Mr.  Allan  of  V.  S.  A.,  the  super- 
intendent and  others  have  given  talks  to  the  school  during 
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the1  year,  mostly  on  agricultural  to  pics.  Next  year  these 
talks  will  be  continued  and  their  scope  enlarged. 

The  selection  of  a  teacher  for  the  school  was  a  difficult 
matter  for  the  school  officials.  The  superintendent  spent 
several  days  in  different  parts  of  the  state  interviewing- 
prospective  teachers.  Miss  Laura  J.  Parker  was  selected 
for  the  position.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Vermont  and  was  the  first  choice  of  that  institution  for 
the  position.  She  has  done  well.  The  most  difficult 
school  problem  for  Brookfield  has  been  and  will  be  to  get 
the  right  kind  of  a  teacher  for  this  position.

Since  Jan.  26,  1917,  129  new  books  have  been  added 
to  the  Library,  of  these  46  are  non-fiction,  32  juvenile. 

Two 
libraries  have  been  sent  to  the  East  Hill,  and  to  the  East 
Branch.    Those  to  the  East  Hill  contained  the  first  42  and 
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the  second  44  books.  Those  to  the  East  Branch  the  first 
87  and  the  second  79  books.  A  library  of  48  books  has 
been  selected  and  is  readv  for  West  Brookfield  when  called 
for. 

The  teacher  of  High  School  has  taken  out  21  books 
for  school  use,  teachers  in  the  lower  grade  have  taken  out 
14.  An  average  of  37  3-4  persons  have  drawn  books  each 
month,  2,789  books  have  been  taken  out  during  the  year. 
Five  magazines  have  been  subscribed  for,  The  National 
Geogrophic,  Atlantic,  St.  Nicholas,  Scribner's  and  John 
Martin's  books,  the  first  four,  are  now  in  circulation. 
Another  list  of  books  have  been  ordered  and  should  have 
been  received  before  this  date.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT- 


To  the  School    Directors    and   Citizens  of  the   Town  of 
Brookfield: 

Your  superintendent  respectfully  presents  the  follow- 
ing- condensed  report  of  the  work  of  the  schools  for  the 
last  twelve  months. 

He  wishes  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,  parents 
and  pupils  who  have  given  him  their  usual  hearty  co- 
operation. Our  teaching'  force  this  year  is  an  excellent 
one  as  a  whole,  notwithstanding-  the  difficulty  experienced 
in  getting  good  teachers  owing  to  war  conditions.  By 
eng-aging  them  early  in1  the  year  enough  were  obtained  to 
fill  all  the  schools.  Later,  owing  to  the  high  salaries 
offered  by  the  government  and  industrial  firms  for  war 
work  we  lost  some  of  our  best  teachers  but  the  resulting 
shortage  was  largely  overcome  by  the  work  of  married 
teachers.  The  superintendent  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  their  services  which  were  rendered,  in 
some  cases,  at  a  considerable  sacrifice  to  themselves, 
without  their  assistance  some  of  the  rural  schools  could 
not  have  been  opened.  Most  of  these  married  teachers 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  others  having  been 
found  to  take  their  places.  The  situation  became  more 
accute  during-  the  winter,  it  being  impossible  to  find 
teachers  for  two  schools  and  it  is  expected  that  the  teacher 
shortage  will  be  more  accute  next  year. 

The  school  have  suffered  seriously  from  the  effects  of 
the  two  influenza  epidemics.  ,  The  Randolph  Hig-h  and 
Graded  Schools  being-  the  most  affected.  Some  of  the 
lost  time  was  made  up  by  teaching  Saturdays  and  holidays 
but  it  is  unlikely  that  all  of  the  time  can  be  made  up  in 
some  of  the  schools. 

The  superintendent  was  pleased  to-be  present  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  entering  class  of  the  Randalph  High 
School.  This  class  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
school;  it  is  larger  than  the  entire  high  school  was  at  the 
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time  Mr.  E.  G.  Ham  became  principal.  More  than  half 
of  the  class  are  rural  school  graduates  from  this  super- 
visory district.  It  is  especially  gratifying-  to  note  that 
nearly  all  of  the  rural  graduates  are  in  high  school,  either 
in  Randolph  or  Brookfield.  Brookfield  still  leads  the  three 
towns  in  the  percent  of  rural  graduates  in  high  school, 
practically  100  percent  attending  high  school.  The  size 
of  the  class  shows  that  the  people  of  this  district  wish  their 
children  to  have  a  good  education  and  appreciate  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  high  school  course.  This  is  especially  shown 
at  this  time  of  a  shortage  of  farm  labor  when  a  boy  of 
high  school  age  is  an  asset  on  any  farm.  This  same  ap- 
preciation of  education  is  shown  in  the  regular  attendance 
in  the  rural  schools,  the  attendance  in  most  of  the  rural 
schools  being  above  the  state  average. 

Your  superintendent  wishes  to  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  the  Eye  and  Ear  Test,  so  called.  Some  time 
ago  the  teachers  made  this  test  which  is  required  by  law, 
but  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  influenza  the  test  did 
not  include  all  pupils.  As  soon  as  conditions  become 
normai  the  remainder  of  the  pupils  will  be  examined. 
This  is  an  elementary  test  which-  shows  if  the  pupils  need 
medical  attention.  It  indicated  that  40  percent  of  the 
pupils  have  some  physical  defect  that  needs  attention. 
Defective  eyesight  is  the  most  common  one;  28  percent  of 
the  pupils  need  the  attention  of  an  oculist.  This  defect  is 
easily  remedied  at  a  small  expense  compared  with  its 
value  to  the  pupil.  Ear,  nose  or  throat  trouble  are  report- 
ed among  6  percent  of  the  pupils.  Adenoids  result  in  the 
impairment  of  the  mental  ability  of  the  pupils.  It  is  very 
evident  that  a  pupil  with  poor  eyesight  can  not  get  the 
full  value  of  the  large  amount  of  blackboard  work  given 
by  the  teacher  while  one  with  ear  trouble  does  not  get  all 
he  should  from  the  recitations.  Throat  trouble  is  respon- 
sible for  poor  attendance  in  many  cases.  People  realize 
the  value  of  good  schools,  but  do  all  of  us  realize  the 
necessity  of  having  our  children  in  the  best  physical  con- 
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dition  in  order  that  they  may  get  the  full  benefits  of  a 
good  school? 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  schools  for  this  year  can 
not  be  given  at  this  time  but  some  impressive  figures  can 
be  given  from  the  latest  published  statistics  of  the  district. 
The  latest  figures  show  that  nearly  1,000  pupils  were  reg- 
istered in  the  schools  of  the  district  during  the  year. 
From  the  examinatiou  given  this  year  it  is  evident  that 
there  are  nearly  400  pupils  that  need  attention  of  some 
kind;  280  need  the  attention  of  an  oculist  and  60  need  the 
attention  of  a  physican  to  correct  ear,  nose  or  throat 
trouble.  Checking  up  cases  of  retardation  we  find  that 
about  75  percent  of  the  pupils  who  were  not  promoted  are 
among  those  the  teacher  has  reported  to  their  parents  as 
needing  the  attention  of  a  physican  or  oculist.  The  sup- 
erintendent knows  of  several  cases  of  pupils  who  have  had 
adenoids  who  were  unable  to  make  satisfactory  progress 
in  school,  after  the  adenoids  were  removed  the  pupils' 
work  was  satisfactoy.  Much  more  attention  is  being  paid 
by  parents  to  this  examination  this  year  than  at  any  pre- 
vious time  but  there  still  remain  several  hundred  cases 
untreated.  The  lack  of  attention  to  a  physical  defect  is 
also  a  distinct  economic  loss.  Examination  shows  that 
about  75  percent  of  the  cases  of  absences  are  caused  by 
illness  having  a  direct  connection  with  physical  defects. 
This  meaus  a  loss  of  7,000  days  attendance  per  year.  As 
it  costs  as  much  to  run  a  school  with  a  part  attendance  as 
with  a  full  attendance  this  loss  of  time  represents  $2,000 
worth  of  insruction  paid  for  but  not  received.  Let  us  act 
on  this  problem. 

We  face  a  serious  shortage  of  teachers.  The  U.  S. 
Educational  Bureau  has  made  a  study  of  this  subject  and 
the  reports  from  the  superintendents  of  the  country  show- 
ed that  there  were  50,000  vacant  positions  in  the  schools 
of  this  country  last  September.  At  present  there  are 
22,500  rural  teachers  short  of  the  normal  supply  in  the 
country  and  thousands  of  schools  are  without  teachers. 
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A  shortage  exists  in  this  state  and  in  this  district.  There 
will  be  only  about  25  percent  of  the  normal  number  of 
teachers  graduating-  from  the  normal  schools  and  teacher 
training  classes  in  June.  There  will  be  difficulty  in  find- 
ing teachers  for  the  next  year  and  it  is  probable  that  we 
can  not  find  our  full  quota  of  teachers  for  next  year.  We 
shall  have  to  do  the  best  we  can  under  the  circumsatnces. 

The  schools  responded  well  to  eyery  war  work  call. 
The  reports  of  the  work  done  by  the  schools,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  war  emergency  training  schools,  were  pub- 
lished in  the  local  press  and  space  will  not  be  taken  to  , 
repeat  these  reports.  The  superintendent  wishes  to  thank 
the  people  who  assisted  in  the  work.  Among  those  who 
gave  considerable  time  are  the  teachers  and  pupils;  the 
Woman's  Club  committee  of  Randolph,  Mrs.  Byron 
Manchester,  chairman,  who  took  charge  of  the  inspection 
of  the  village  pupils'  gardens;  Misses  Ivis  Flint  and 
Marguerite  Hutchinson  who  gave  their  summer  vacation 
inspecting  the  rural  school  garden  work  and  Miss  Esther 
Flint  who  did  most  of  the  clerical  work  in  the  rural  office 
during  the  summer.  With  the  exception  of  about  two 
weeks  the  superintendent  remained  in  Randolph  during 
the  summer  looking  after  the  war  work.  The  teachers 
and  pupils  may  well  feel  gratified  with  the  results  of  their 
work  to  help  win  the  war. 

Soon  after  school  opened  in  the  fall  five  emergency 
war  training  classes  for  conscripted  men  were  formed  for 
the  training  of  future  soldiers  with  a  view  to  furnishing 
skilled  men  of  which  there  was  a  great  shortage  in  the 
army.  A  school  in  automobile  repairing  was  ready  to  be 
opened  in  November  but  the  armistice  caused  us  to  change 
our  plans.  Two  schools  in  blacksmithing  were  formed  at 
V.  S.  A.;  one  in  blacksmithing  and  one  in  machine  shop 
work  at  the  plant  of  Sargent,  Osgood^&  Roundy  Co.  and  one 
in  wireless  telegraphy  which  met  in  the  Randolph  High 
School  building  and  the  superintendent's  office.  The 
expense  of  instruction  of  the  classes  was  met  by  the  state, 
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the  overhead  cost  was  given  by  V.  S.  A.,  Sargent,  Osgood 
&  RoundyCo.,  the  Randolph  Incorporated  School  District 
thru  the  prudential  committee  and  the  time  and  expense 
of  supervision  was  given  by  the  superintendent.  Twenty 
men  completed  the  course  in  blacksmithing  at  V.  S.  A. 
under  the  instruction  of  Ernest  Mcintosh;  6  men  complet- 
ed a  similiar  course  at  the  foundry  under  Walter  Lewis 
while  at  the  same  time  and  place  a  class  of  7  men  com- 
pleted the  machine  shop  course  under  Harvey  Hay  ward. 
There  were  26  men  enrolled  in  the  wireless  telegraph 
course  under  C.  C.  Clarke  and  the  advanced  section  was 
ready  to  finish  the  course  when  the  influenza  and  the 
signing-  of  the  armistice  put  a  stop  to  the  work.  In  all 
there  were  65  men  enrolled  and  more  men  would  have 
been  instructed  but  for  lack  of  facilities.  Had  the  war 
continued  we  could  have  formed  automobile  classes  and 
repeated  the  other  work  and  thereby  instructed  all  the 
men,  about  100,  who  wished  instruction  in  the  classes. 
The  results  of  the  work  were  gratifying;  the  percentage 
of  men  making'  good  progress  and  completing  the  work 
was  about  50  percent  above  the  number  expected  by  the 
federal  authorities,  this  being-  due  to  the  class  of  instruct- 
ion and  the  kind  of  men  in  the  classes,  both  being  above 
the  average.

Gentlemen. — 

The  Librarian  reports  that  the  library  has  been  open 
every  Friday  afternoon  during-  the  year.  124  new  books 
have  been  added.  Of  these  35  were  presented  by  W.  P. 
Abbott  of  Greenfield,  Mass.  89  have  been  purchased,  non 
fiction  22,  fiction  39,  juvenile  28. 

Two  branch  libraries  have  been  sent  to  East  hill,  two 
to  East  branch,  one  to  West  Brookfield,  one  to  Keyes 
school,  and  teachers  of  other  schools,  selected  as  needed, 
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with  a  circulation  of  about  940.  2276  have  been  taken  by 
the  weekly  visitors.  This  together  with  the  small  libraries 
sent  out  means  a  circulation  of  3216  books,  a  representa- 
tion of  85  families,  a  gain  of  12  from  last  year. 

The  Youths  Companion,  has  been  added  to  the  five 
»  periodicles,  that  have  been  continued  for  another  year, 
and  all  are  in  almost  constant  circulation.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Directors  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Orange  Southwest 
District: 

The  following  report  necessarily  covers  only  the  work  of 
the  current  school  year.  During  the  year  progress  has  been  made 
along  many  lines  and  several  problems  are  to  be  faced. 

The  most  serious  problem  is  the  state  and  nation  wide  shortage 
of  teachers.  The  National  Education  Association  after  inves- 
tigation, concludes  that  there  are  at  present  100,000  teachers 
short  in  the  country.    This  year  220  teachers  were  teaching  on 
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permits  in  this  state.  By  securing  its  teachers  early  last  year 
this  district  has  not  suffered  as  much  as  some,  tho  we  have  at. 
present  four  permit  teachers.  The  principle  reason  for  the  teacher 
shortage  is  low  salaries,  the  only  practical  way  of  remedying  it 
is  to  raise  the  salaries.  At  a  joint  meeting  of  directors 
and  superintendents  held  at  Burlington  in  December,  it  was  re- 
solved that  they  should  be  raised  50%  over  the  1916  schedule. 
The  Women  Teachers'  Club  of  Vermont  are  agitating  for  a  min- 
imum salary  of  $20  a  week.  Several  training-class  teachers  have 
stated  that  their  girls  are  expecting  to  get  $18  a  week  for  their 
first  year's  work.  The  Randolph  Village  Prudential  Committee 
'voted  a  raise  of  $60  for  the  rest  of  this  year. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  two  teacher  school  be  established 
at  Brookfield  and  that  the  pupils  of  the  Keyes,  Bear  Hill  and 
Brookfield  center  schools  be  transported  to  it.  There  would  be 
a  saving  of  fuel,  janitor  service  and  teachers'  salary  to  offset  the 
expense  and  inconvenience  of  transportation.  The  shortage  of 
teachers  may  make  such  a  plan  advisable. 

Medical  inspection  was  voted  for  and  carried  out  in  the 
village  of  Randolph  last  fall.  It  resulted  in  the  discovery  and 
correction  of  many  physical  defects.  All  the  towns  of  the  dis- 
trict will  have  a  chance  to  vote  for  medical  inspection  at  the 
coming  town  meeting.  It  is  needed.  Surgeon-General  Blue 
recently  published  data  on  the  physical  condition  of  the  first 
million  men  conscripted  for  the  army.  In  physical  development 
Vermont  stands  sixth  from  the  bottom,  only  five  states  making 
a  poorer  showing.  In  respect  of  defective  vision  Vermont  again 
holds  sixth  place  and  in  respect  of  defective  teeth  Vermont  is 
next  to  the  bottom,  only  Massachusetts  standing  lower.  If 
medical  inspection  is  voted  the  district  health  officer,  without 
any  additional  cost  to  the  town,  will  examine  the  children  as 
regards  eyes,  ears,  teeth,  throat,  skin  and  general  development, 
(height  and  weight)  and  will  advise  those  who  need  treatment 
to  consult  their  doctor  or  their  dentist. 

600  sample  tubes  of  tooth  paste  were  obtained  from  the 
Colgate  Co.  and  distributed  to  the  schools  and  a  tooth-brushing 
contest  is  now  under  way.  A  prize,  a  dainty  package  of  Colgate 
products,  will  be  given  to  the  teacher  in  each  town  whose  pupils 
make  the  best  record. 
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The  Modern  Health  Crusade  has  been  very  successful  in 
helping  the  children  to  form  good  health  habits  wherever  it  has 
been  introduced,  as  in  Randolph  village  and  at  Randolph  Center. 
This  movement  will  probably  be  taken  up  in  more  of  our  rural 
schools. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  the  teaching  of  reading  in  the 
district.  A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sounds  of  the  letters  is 
necessary  to  make  a  fluent,  self-reliant  readers.  In  some  schools 
the  teacher  gives  a  brief  phonetic  drill  every  day  to  all  the  pupils. 
Silent  reading  is  especially  emphasized.  It  has  been  found  in 
some  cases  that  pupils  can  read  a  page  with  ease  and  apparently, 
with  expression  and  still  be  unable  to  answer  simple  questions 
on  what  they  have  read  with  their  books  open.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  a  part  of  the  reading  time  be  spent  in  discussing 
the  text  with  the  books  open.  A  new  reader  which  is  provided 
with  questions  and  suggestions  to  develope  skill  in  silent  reading 
is  being  tried  out  in  a  few  of  the  schools.  Dramatic  readers  are 
found  helpful  in  getting  pupils  to  read  with  ease  and  expression. 

A  course  in  community  civics  is  being  tried  out  by  some  of 
the  teachers.  The  pupils  keep  note-books  using  a  specially  pre- 
pared outline  and  a  set  of  reference  books.  Considerable  in- 
dividual work  is  called  for  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils. 
It  has  aroused  much  interest  and  seems  likely  to  have  practical 
results.  Beginning  with  the  study  of  the  school  as  a  community 
the  same  plan  of  study  is  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  town,  the 
state  and  the  nation.  At  Randolph  Center  an  interesting  in- 
vestigation of  the  local  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  system 
was  made.  From  another  school  which  has  taken  up  the  course 
the  superintendent  received  the  following  letter:  "Will  you  please 
send  this  school  a  drinking  fountain.  The  outlinne  of  the  com- 
munity civics  says  to  have  a  sanitary  drinking  fountain  brought 
to  our  school.  The  pail  in  which  we  carry  water  to  drink,  leaks." 
The  drinking  fountain  was  brought. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  state-wide  spelling  match,  be- 
ginning with  local  contests  in  the  rural  schools  and  extending  to 
the  town,  the  county  and  finally  to  the  state.  Lists  for  use  in 
this  contest  will  be  furnished  by  the  state  department  of  education. 

A  new  text-book  in  English  was  introduced  this  year,  the 
Potter,  Jeschke  and  Gillet  "Oral  and  Written  English".    As  it's 
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name  implies  the  book  stresses  expression  in  speaking  and  writign 
rather  than  formal  grammar.  It  seems  better  that  boys  and 
girls  be  trained  to  use  their  language  rather  than  that  they  learn 
complicated  rules  about  it. 

A  toy  grocery  store  has  been  established  in  three  schools  of 
the  district,  in  the  fourth  grade  in  Randolph  Village  (Miss  Holden, 
teacher),  in  the  intermediate  department  at  Randolph  Center 
(Miss  Vorse),  and  in  the  Brookfield  Village  school  (Miss  Reed). 
They  have  proved  interesting  to  the  pupils  and  have  furnished 
material  for  many  problems  in  arithmetic.  In  the  Randolph 
Center  Primary  (Miss  Angell)  some  use  has  been  made  of  the 
project  method  in  the  teaching  of  arithmetic.  The  feeding  of 
a  herd  of  cows  and  marketing  the  milk  furnished  a  project  for 
the  boys,  furnishing  a  house  one  for  the  girls. 

The  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs  at  Randolph  Center,  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Edson  have  done  some  excellent  work.  They 
held  an  exhibition  and  sale  in  October  of  the  things  they  had 
raised  and  made  and  the  results  were  gratifying. 

There  have  been  some  notable  entertainments  during  the 
year  at  which  money  was  raised  for  school  purposes,  at  Randolph 
Center  Primary,  (Miss  Angell),  at  North  Branch  (Miss  Worcester), 
at  East  Brain  tree  (Mrs.  Hull). 

A  hot  dish  is  regularly  served  at  noon  in  the  South  Randolph 
school  (Mrs.  Preston)  and  at  the  Randolph  Center  Primary 
(Miss  Angell). 

School  clubs  have  been  formed  in  several  schools  this  year, 
at  Randolph  Center  Grammar  (Mrs.  Edson),  Brookfield  (Miss 
Reed),  West  Brookfield  (Miss  Prince),  North  East  Hill  (Miss 
Trask).  The  object  of  these  clubs  in  to  help  the  children  to  gain 
ease  and  directness  in  speaking,  to  learn  how  meetings  are  con- 
ducted and  also  to  cultivate  responsibility  and  cooperation,  good 
citizenship,  in  a  word. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  willingness 
to  give  and  take  suggestions,  the  parents  for  their  support  and 
cooperation  and  the  pupils  for  their  earnest  and  conscientious 
work.

Report  of  the  Trustees  Brookfield  Free  Public  Library 

Gentlemen: — ■ 

The  librarian  reports  that  since  Feb.  1,  1919,  63  books  have 
been  added  to  the  library.  Of  these  20  were  from  state  aid  and 
4  were  presented  from  other  sources.  Fiction  21,  non-fiction  26, 
juvenile  16.  Four  branch  libraries  have  been  sent  out.  Two 
to  East  hill  one  to  East  branch  and  one  to  village  school.  One 
was  made  ready  for  West  Brookfield,  but  was  not  called  for. 
Several  teachers  have  selected  books  as  needed.  2139  books 
have  been  taken  out  by  weekly  visitors,  representing  80  families. 
From  the  branch  libraries  the  circulation  has  been  around  200 
making  the  total  2339.  The  same  periodicals  have  been  con- 
tinued with  quite  a  circulation  in  addition  to  the  regular  books.

Certain  conditions  have  decreased  the  circulation  from  last 
year.  Among  these,  the  absence  of  the  high  school,  and  going 
away  of  quite  a  number  of  the  young  people  that  patronized  the 
library.  Our  treasurer  will  show  a  bit  more  money  on  hand 
than  last  year,  but  janitor  and  fuel  bills  for  1919-20  are  out- 
standing. Some  incidentals  are  needed  and  with  the  increasing 
cost  of  books,  we  feel  justified  in  asking  for  the  same  appropria- 
tion as  in  the  past.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  sending  this  my  first  annual  report,  I  wish  to  call  atten- 
tion to  a  few  features  of  the  new  law. 

Contagious  Diseases.  Pnhysicians  are  required  to  report  and 
quarantine  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases  which  they  attend. 
When  no  physician  is  in  attendance,  the  head  of  the  family,  who 
knows  that  a  contagious  disease  exists  in  his  household,  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  at  once  report  the  facts  to  the  District  Health 
Officer. 

Under  a  regulation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  school 
teachers  are  also  required  to  report  all  cases  of  contagious  dis- 
eases occurring  among  their  pupils,  or  in  families  from  which  their 
pupils  come. 

Teachers  are  instructed  that  they  must  not  allow  children 
to  attend  school  who  are  afflicted  with  lice,  or  contagious  diseases 
of  any  description. 

The  public  has  a  right  to  expect  protection  from  contagious 
diseases,  and  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens  is  requested,  that 
contagious  diseases  may  be  suppressed. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools.  The  importance  of  the  super- 
vision of  the  health  and  hygienic  conditions  which  surround  the 
thousands  of  school  children  of  Vermont,  can  no  longger  be  ques- 
tioned. Every  school,  whether  situated  in  a  rural  community 
or  in  a  town,  requires  adequate  Medical  Inspection. 

In  communities  where  school  inspection  has  been  properly 
carried  out  a  remarkable  reduction  in  amount  of  contagious 
disease  has  been  the  result.  This  reduction  of  contagious  disease 
was  among  the  general  population,  as  well  as  the  children  attend- 
ing school. 

If  the  town  votes  to  have  medical  inspection  of  schools, 
which  consists  of  an  examination  of  every  child  in  every  school, 
the  work  is  done  by  the  state  without  expense  to  the  town,  ex- 
cepting the  printing  of  cards,  for  the  recording  of  examinations. 

An  article  as  to  this  should  be  inserted  in  the  warning  for 
every  annual  town  meeting.  This  is  a  highly  important  question 
and  every  town  in  the  state  should  vote  to  have  it. 
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Organization  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health 

On  August  20th,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office,  with  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  School 
Directors  present.  The  Local  Board  of  Health  elected  for  its 
Chairman  W.  B.  Colt. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  due  to  the  mildness  of  the  present  epidemic,  together  with 
the  seasonable  colds  and  bronchitis  which  made  it  difficult  to 
differentiate  until  the  characteristic  symptoms  had  developed. 

There  was  more  or  less  confusion  in  the  public  mind  at  first 
where  contagious  diseases  should  be  reported.  We  have  now 
supplied  this  information  through  the  press,  bulletins,  and  various 
forms  sent  out  through  the  schools,  so  that  we  feel  that  everyone 
must  be  familiar  with  the  methods  now  in  vogue. 

To  suppress  the  spread  of  communicable  disease  the  contin- 
ued co-operation  of  our  citizens  will  secure  us  the  results  we  are 
after.

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money  for 
permanent  highways  in  accordance  with  Sec.  1,  No.  127  of  the 
acts  of  1910. 

12.  To  elect  Library  Trustees. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  all  taxes  to  the  town 
treasurer  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes. 

14.  To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  an  appropriation  for  Mem- 
orial Day. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  tax  upon  the  grand 
list  to  defray  town  expenses. 

17.  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors? 

18.  Shall  license  of  the  fifth  class  be  granted  in  this  town? 
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19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  advantage  of  free 
medical  inspection  of  their  schools  by  the  state. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation 
for  a  term  of  years  a  mill  or  shop  for  the  manufacture  of  novelties, 
bobbins,  chair  stock  rough  and  finished  lumber  now  listed  in 
Strout's  agency.
